With the annual town meeting only a few days away, taxpayers, 
through the Prese, will have an opportunity to study the articles of 
the warrant as completed by the selectmen and reviewed by the 
finance committee. From a preliminary survey of the appropriations 
requested, it appears quite likely that Northfield will again have a 
high tax rate, unless some drastic reductions are made. The town 
meeting will be called to order, Monday morning at ten o'clock, Feb. 
5, by the Moderator and after the invocation, the polls will be opened, 
and the meeting proceeds to take up the articles. The finance com- 
mittee consisting of Frank H. Montegue, chairman, George McEwan, 
Frank W. Williams, George W. Carr, Ross L. Spencer and Frank E. 
Evans, have considered very carefully the towns financial needs and 
their recommendationy are indicated under the article concerned 
with the expenditure of funds. Careful consideration is urged by all 
taxpeyers, especially by those who own property and have the burden 
to pay. The following are the articles:

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Dr. Herbert Randolph 
Died Last Monday 


In Tucson, Arizona 


The sudden death of Rev. Dr. 
Herbert F. Randolph, a retired 
clergyman and resident of this 
town, at Tucson, Arizona, last 
Monday, came as a shock to his 
friends here and in Greenfield, 
where he had served in the pastor- 
ate of the First Methodist Episco- 
pal church. He had not been in 
good health for a long time and 
early last fall, with Mrs, Ran- 
dolph, he went to Arizona, to 
spend the winter, hoping that the 
warm dry climate would be bene- 
ficial to him. Recently he suffered 
an acute serious illness which 
ended in his death. With him 
when death came, was his wife 
and his son, Donald, of Flint, 
Mich. Information was immedi- 
ately sent to Dr. David Tomkins 
of Winchester road, of this town, 
whose daughter, Edith, is the 
wife of Dr. Randolph’s son, Her 
bert of Westfreld, N. J. and pre-

parations were made to re-open 
the home here to receive the rela- 
tives and funeral party. The body 
of Dr. Randolph was shipped by 
train from Tucson, on Tuesday 
and is expected to reach here, 
early today with members of the 
immediate family. 

Dr. Randolph was born Nov. 4, 
1871 at Cape May, N. J., where 
his father was the pastor of the 
Methodist church. He was a grad- 
uate of Dickinson college in Car- 
lisle, Pa., where he was a member 
of Phi Beta Kappa. He received 
his Ph. D. from the College of 
the City of New York and was 
given his doctorate of divinity at 
Syracuse university. 

He had held pastorates in Plain- 
field, South Orange, Elizabeth and 
Montclair, N. J., Wilmington, Del., 
Washington, D. C., Philadelphia 
and Wilkes-Barre, Pa., and his last 
pastorate was with the First 
Methodist church of Greenfield.. 
He retired from the ministry in 
1938 and has made his permanent 
home in Northfield since, although 
since 1906 he had been a summer 
resident each succeeding year. 

With Mrs. Randolph he has 
traveled widely in England, Pales- 
tine, Egypt, and the Near East 
and had been a speaker before 
many organizations upon his ex- 
periences. 

He was a member of the Ma- 
sonic fraternity and was much in- 
tereated in civic matters, While 
serving as pastor in Washington, 
the late President Harding attend- 
ed his church and Dr. Randolph 
also had a part in the dedication 
of the Lincoln Memorial and the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier. 

He leaves his widow and three 
children, Donald of Flint, Mich., 
Dorothy of Montpelier, Vt., and 
Herbert, Jr., of Westfield, N. J. 

Miss Dorothy Randolph and 
Herbert Randolph, Jr., arrived in 
Northfield Wednesday to open the 
Randolph home, where it is ex- 
pected the funeral services will be 
held, although details could not be 
announced when this paper went 
to press.

Foreign Policy Group 
Hears of New Union 


Quite a number of citizens 
from this town and from Mount 
Hermon attended the meeting of 
the Foreign Policy association of 
the county and combined service 
clubs at a supper gathering at 
Deerfield academy last Thursday 
evening, when Dr. Vernon Nash 
of White Plains, N. Y. was the 
guest speaker and propounded the 
prineiples of the inter-Democracy 
Federal Unionists. Dr. Nash said 
three principles govern the plan | ; 
of the movement. These are first, ; 
an impelling need that many re 
lations between nations must be 
governed; secondly, the applica- 
tion of a federal system; and, 
third, the Union must be started 
by mutually willing nations. 

The Union is to be patterned 
after that of the United States 
government. Power and repre- 
sentation are as inseparable as 
Siamese twins. There is a crying 
need for a world legislative body 
without reference to another body 
for approval, except back to the 
people at stated intervals. It is a 
federation of peoples chiefly, not 
governments. No federal union 
has ever failed, although leagues 
without number have failed. Ab- 
solute independence on the part 
of any government is today total- 
ly impraticable. A co-operative 
spirit is not enough to make a 
plan work. 

Can justice, law, order, peace, 
and security be obtained any- 
where except through govern- 
ment? Dr. Nash asked. The estab- 
lishment of a world federation 
does not mean the abolition of 
nations. It is not nationalism but 
absolutism that is devouring us 
today. A division of powers of 
government has and is working in 
such countries as the United 
States, Canada, South Africa, and 
Switzerland, even with different 
racial groupings, different lang- 
uages, and differing areas. 

What are the common concerns 
in which a central body should be 
given power? These are five: citi- 
zenship, one defense, one money, 
one trade, and one system of 
regulating communications. 

The most debatable point in 
this plan is the qualifications for 
the nations who will begin the 
Union. A congenial political out- 
look seems a vital necessity. By 
including all nations regardless of 
the political basis, the Union is 
doomed before it begins, The one 
and only condition of admission 
is genuine freedom expressed in a 
bill of rights, with freedom of 
press, speech, religion, and pro- 
test. Individual life has no real 
worth, we think, without these 
freedoms. 

At the present time, fifteen na- 
tions qualify for admission: The 
United States of America, Can- 
ada, the United Kingdom of Eng- 
land, Scotland, and Wales, France, 
Ireland, Switzerland, Belgium, the 
Netherlands, Norway, Sweden, 
Denmark, Finland, Australia, New 
Zealand, and the Union of South 
Africa. 

In this group 75 per cent of the 
world trade exists, and 665 per 
cent of it is among themselves. 
No war in 100 years has taken 
place among them. There is a 
desperate need now to set the 
limits of anarchy, and we should 
set the example by advocating 
this union. 

The biggest handicap to this 
union is that “we can’t do it 
now.”’ What can be done is dis- 
seminating information about this 
plan so that the people of the 
United States will know what it 
is about, and then will be able 
to present it to their representa- 
tives.

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County Budget Less 
But Levy Increases 
Say Commissioners 


In 1989 the county budget 
amounted to $208,192.20 and the 
budget for this year as approved 
by the county commissioners calls 
for the sum of $195,127.50. How- 
ever the levy on the county towns 
will be $1,952.02 more than in 
1939 and amounts to a total to be 
assessed of $159,087.08. This is 
due in the main to a decrease this 
year in the estimated receipts, 
listed as $15,500, with cash on 
hand of $20,890.42, which will 
be deducted from the budget re- 
quests to create the county levy. 

The budget is subject to review 
by the state director of budgets 
although it was passed by the last 
session of the legislature. 

Nine items of the 1940 budget 
show a change over last year’s 
figures. Four of these would be 
increase, and five show a decrease. 

A total of $40,789.42 remains 
in the county treasury, of which 
$18,000 is earmarked for pay- 
ment of flood and hurricane re- 
pairs and $1,899 on Chapter 90 
maintenance work, 

A budget for 1940 made out 
prior to Jan. 20, 1939 and sub- 
mitted to the state was subject 
of a series of commissioner hear- 
ings in April, 1939, called by a 
committee of the genera) court, at 
which several items, totalling 
$10,400, was sliced from the 1940 
budget. It was then passed by the 
legislature.

Dr. Mott Writes

This Town May Lose 
Federal Welfare Aid 


Twenty-two of our county 
towns, in which Northfield is in- 
cluded, are threatened with the 
withholding of federal money for 
certain welfare costs, unless all 
local welfare board visitors and 
administrators are placed under 
civil service. State welfare com- 
missioner Arthur G. Rotch has 
conferred with selectmen from 
various parts of the state and it 
is hoped that the Social Security 
board at Washington can_ hold 
over the matter until its consider- 
ation by the legislature. 

All of the personnel of the 
state welfare department and of 
all city departments is under civil 
service now, but in more than 
200 towns no civil service exists. 
There is a Jaw under which towns, 
if they had time, could vote on 
acceptance of civil service at their 
annual town meetings. 

Affected by action of the fed- 
eral authorities would be old-age 
assistance recipients, and general 
aid to macnn and dependents.

American chain store systems 
died. The story of his life was 
widely printed in newspapers. It

It prospered, and he start- 
ed another store in a_ nearby 
town. Little by little the system 
grew, until it operated in about 
half the states.
